Almoſt all Things contained in theſe Creeds, have already 
been confirmed, under the preceding Articles, by the Teſti- 
monies of the Fathers. Bur becauſe Hereticks bitterly and 
reproachfully inveigh againſt the Nicene Fathers, and againſt 
Athanaſius, as if they were Corrupters of the Chriſtian 
Faith; I ſhall here inſert ſom e F.ypc itions of Faith which 
are older than the Nicene Creed. :

THE Church which was planted all over the World, even Ado Her.

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ARTICLE X. 
Of Free-Will. 


HE Condition of Man after the Fall 

of Adam, is ſuch, that he cannot turn 
and prepare himſelf by his own natural 
Strength and good Works to Faith and call- 
ing upon God; Wherefore we have no Power 
to do good Works, pleaſant and acceptable 
to God, without the Grace of God by Chriſt 


preventing us, that we may have a good Will, 
and working with us when we have that good 


Will. 


The Condition, &c.] God created Man —.— in his 
Kind, and with à Will which was free to chuſe either Good 
or Evil. But he fell from that Liberty when he committed 
Sin, he broke that Power which he had of Election or 
Choice, he ceas d to be free with relation to Good, and 
became the Servant of Sin. From thence proceeds ſuch a 
Blindneſs of his Underſtanding, ſuch a Perverſeneſs of bis 
Will, and ſuch an Impetuouſneſs of his Paſſions and Appe- 
tites, that, when left to himſelf, he is not able either to 
diſcern or chuſe thoſe Things which are truly good, but 
is hurried into the Choice of ſuch Things as are contrary 
thereto. And therefore the Apoſtle ſays, That they thar 
are in the Fleſh, cannot pleaſe God, Rom. viii. 8. Hence 
we have Need of the Aſſiſtance of the Holy Spirit, to 
enable us to chuſe and perform whatever is good. Which, 
as it is the moſt excellent Gift of God, and as it is freel 

given, is by way of Eminence called Grace. And indeed, 
4 to be wanting to no one, who is not wanting to

And therefore as many as under the Friit 
Covenant pleaſed God, (and that ſome of them pleasrd him, 
appears from Hebr. xi.) did it not by the Strength of their 
own Free-will, but by the Aihſtance of God's —_— 

For His 
Merits extended to all Ages of the World; and therefore 
he is called the Lamb ſlain from the Foundation of the 
World, Rev. xiii. 8. This Article alſo is levell'd againſt the 
Pelagians, who aſſerted that Men were ſufficiently. enabled 
by their own natural Strength to do good Works, and that 
the Grace of God, by which we may the more eaſily ob- 
ſerve his Commands, is given us according to our Merits.

ARTICLE XI 
Of the Fuſtifcation of Man. 


E are accounted righteous before God, 

only for the Merit of our Lord and 
Saviour Jeſus Chriſt by Faith, and not for our 
own Works, or Deſervings. Wherefore, that 
we are juſtified by Faith only, is a moſt whol- 


ſome Doctrine, and very full of Comfort, as 


more largely is expreſſed in the Homily of Ju- 
ſtification. 


Only for the Merit] Since the very beſt Works of even 
the belt of Men are imperfect, fo that if God ſhould enter 
into Tudgment with his Servants, no Man living would be 
juſtiſied, (Plal. cxliii. 2.) it follows, that as many as are ju- 
ſtified, are juſtified only becauſe of the Merits of Chriſt 
by Faich; I mean, a lively Faith, which worketh by Love, 
Gal. v. 6. See Rom. iii. 24, 25, 26. Being juſtified by his

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God hath ſet fore to be a Propitiation, through Faith in his 
Blood, to declare his Righteouſneſs for the Remiſſion o Sins 
that are paſt, through the Forbearance of God; To declare, 
IT ſay, at this Time his Righteouſneſs, that he might be juſt, 
and the Fuſtifier of him that believeth in Feſus, And Eph. 
ii. 8, 9. By Grace ye are ſaved, through Faith; and that 
not 5 your ſelves: It is the Gift of God: not of Works, leſt 
any Man ſhould boaſt. 2

© called by his Will in Chriſt Jeſus, are not juſtified by our-

© Fuſt ſball live by Faith, was foretold by the Prophets.” 

Thus S. Cyprian ſays: That it is Faith alone which pro- 
© fits us; and that we are able to do in proportion to our 
© Believing ; as appears from the Book of Geneſis, where 
< we find, that Abraham believed God, and that it was 
© imputed to him for Righteguſneſs.“ And again he ſays, 
That the Bleſſing which was given to Abraham, belonged 
© to Us Chriſtians alſo. For if Abraham believed God, 
© and it was imputed to him for Righteouſneſs; then whos 
© ſoever believeth God, and liveth by Faith, is found 
© Righteous.” 

By Faith] Note that we are juſtified by Faith, not be- 
— of Faith. . For there is not more Merit in our Faith, 
than in our Works; ſince Faith alſo is imperfect in us, and 
it all, how great ſoever it be, is the Gift of God, Eph. ii. 8. 
Faith therefore is not the Cauſe, but the Condition of our 
Juſtiſication, which is ſolely to be attributed to the Bounty 
of God, and the Merits of Chriſt. 

By Faith only] No ſooner is the Mind endued with a 
true Faith, than a Man is reputed righteous before God.

Lbeit that good Works, which are the 
Fruits of Faith, and follow after Juſti- 
fication, cannot put away our Sins, and en- 
dure the Severity of God's judgment; yet 
are they pleaſing and acceptable to God in 
Chriſt, and do ſpring out neceſſarily of a true 
and lively Faith, inſomuch that by them a 
lively Faith may be as evidently known, as a 
Tree diſcerned by the Fruit, 


Good Works | Tho good Works are not meritorious, yet 
that they are pleaſing to God, and accepted through Chriſt, 
appears from hence, becauſe God hath created us in Chriſt 
Jeſus unto good Works, (Eph. ii. 10.) and becauſe Chriſt 
gave himſelf for us, that he might purify unto himſelf a pe- 
culiar People, zealous of good Works, (Tit. ii. 14.) who allo 
will render to every Man according to his Deeds, Rom. ii. 6. 
Our Works indeed. 
the Severity of God's Judgment, much leſs expiate our Sins, 
ſince they themſelves rather want to be expiated by the 
Merits of Chriſt. But for His Sake God deals bountifully 
with us, and does not judge us ſeverely, but has Compathon 
upon our Weakneſs, and ordains infinite Rewards for thoſe 
who do well, tho' imperfectly. 

The Fruits of Faith] See James ii. 17, 18. Faith, if it 
have not Works, is. dead, being alone.

Of Works before Tuſtification. 
ORKS done before the Grace of 
Chriſt, and the Inſpiration of his Spi- 
rit, are not pleaſant to God, foraſmuch as 
they ſpring not of Faith in Jeſu Chriſt, nei- 
ther do they make Men meet to receive Grace, 
or (as the School-Authors ſay) deſerve Grace 
of Congruity : yea, rather, for that they are 


not done as God hath willed and commanded 
them to be done, we doubt not but they have 


the Nature of Sin. 


Works done before, &c.] That Works may be perfectly 

good, they muſt flow from a good Principle, namely, Faith; 
and they muſt tend to a good End, namely, the Glory of 
God; and they muſt in no reſpect be deficient. But what 
mortal Man, either before or after the Grace of Chriſt, 
hath been thus happy in doing well? And therefore the 
Works of Unbelievers, how tpecious ſoever, can deſerve 
nothing, by reaſon of their Imperfection; and they are to 
be look'd upon as Evil rather than Good, upon the Account 
of their Defects. See Rom. iii. 9, 10, 19, 20, 23. What 
then? Are We better than they! No, in no wiſe. For wwe 
have before proved both Fews and Gentiles, that they are 
all under Sin: As it is written, There is none righteows, no 


not one. Now we know that what Things ſoe ver the Law 


ſaith, it ſaith to Them who are under the Law; that every 
Mouth may be ſtopped, and all the World may become guilty 
before God. Therefore by the Deeds of the Law ſhall no 
Fleſh be juſtified in his Sight: for by the Lad is the Know- 
ledge of Sin. For all have ſinned, and come ſhort of the Glory 
of God.

Works of Supererogation| Since the Law of God is per- 


fect in every Part, and requires us to do every good Work; 


ſince we are commanded to love God with all our Souls, 
and with all our Strength (Luke x. 27.) ; and fince that 
Love is the impulſive Cauſe of our performing every good 
Work; what Room is there for Supererogation ? And how 
ſhould Man be more perfect than the Law of God, which 
is the exact Rule of all Perfection, and which propoſes God 
himſelf as a Pattern to Man in doing well? Be ye _ 
even as your Father which is in Heaven, is perfect. Matth. 
v. 48. So far is any Man from being more good than he 
ought to be, that neither is he able ro fulfil what he ought 
to do. And therefore even the beſt of Men, laying afide all 
Notions of Supererogation, are daily to pray, that their 
Debts (or Treſpaſſes) may be forgiven them. But that any 
one ſhould at the fame time be both a Debtor and a Superero- 
gator, is manifeſtly abſurd. 

See Luke xviii. 10—14. Tuo Mex went up into the Tem- 
ple to pray; the one a Phariſee, aud the other a Publican. 
The Phariſee ſtood and prayed thus with himſelf : God, I 
thank thee that T am not as other Men are, Extortioners, 
Unjuſt, Adulterers, or even as this Publican. I faſt twice in 
the Week, I give Tithes of all that I poſſeſs. And the Pub- 
lican ſtanding 2 off, <could not lift up ſo much as his Eyes

ciful to Me a Sinner. I tell you, this Man went down to his

As the Children are Partakers of 
Fleſh and Blood, He alſo himſelf likewiſe took part of the 
ſame ; that thro Death he might deſtroy him that had the

Of Sin after Baptiſm. 


OT every deadly Sin willingly commit- 
ted after Baptiſm, is Sin againſt the 
oly Ghoſt, and unpardonable. Wherefore 
the Grant of Repentance 1s not to be denied to 
ſuch as fall into Sin after Baptiſm, After we 
have received the Holy Ghoſt, we may depart 
from Grace given, and fall into Sin, and by the 
Grace of God (we may) ariſe again, and amend 
our Lives. And therefore they are to be con- 
demned, which ſay they can no more fin as 
long as they live here, or deny the Place of 
Forgiveneſs to ſuch as truly repent, 


Every deadly Sin, &c.] Every Sin is in its Nature deadly, 
fince the Wages of Sin is Death, Rom. vi. 23. and every Sin 
is committed againſt the Holy Ghoſt, as well as againſt the 
Father and the Son; bur ſtill pardonable, if it be not that 
Sin which is emphatically tyl'd The Sin againſt the Holy 
Ghoſt. And that is, Blaſphemy againſt the Holy Ghoſt. Of 
which Sin S. Ferom ſays, that © They only are guilty, who, 
— 2 tho' in Miracles they ſee the very Work of God, yet ſlan- 
rum Tom. der them, and fay that they are done by the Devil; and 
Lend © aſcribe to the Operation of that Evil Spirit, and not to 

Froben. © the Divine Power, all thoſe mighty Signs and Wonders, 

© which were wrought for the Confirmation of the Goſpel. 

All Manner of Sin 
and Blaſphemy ſhall be forgiven unto Men: But the Blaſ- 
phemy againſt the Holy Ghoſt ſhall not be forgiven unto Men.

ARTICLE XVII. 
Of Predeſtination and Election. 


Redeſtination to Life is the everlaſting 
Purpoſe of God, whereby (before the 
Foundations of the World were laid) he hath 
conſtantly decreed by his Counſel, ſecret to us, 
to deliver from Curſe and Damnation thoſe 
whom he hath choſen in Chriſt out of Man- 
kind, and to bring them by Chriſt to everlaſt- 
is Salvation, as Veſſels made to Honour. 
herefore they which be endued with ſo ex- 
cellent a Benefit of God, be called according 
to God's Purpoſe by his Spirit working in due 
Seaſon : They through Grace obey ' Call- 
ing: They be juſtified freely: They be made 
Sons of God by Adoption: They be made 
like the Image of his only-begotten Son Jeſus 
Chriſt: They walk religiouſly in good Works, 
and at length by God's Mercy they attain to 
everlaſting Felicity. ; 

As the godly Conſideration of Predeſtina- 
tion, and our Election in Chriſt, is full of 
ſweet, pleaſant and unſpeakable Comfort to 

ly Perſons, and fuch as feel in themſelves 
the Working of the Spirit of Chriſt, mortify- 
ing the Works of the Fleſh, and their earthly 
Members, and drawing up their Mind to high 


and heavenly Things, as well becauſe it doth 
greatly 
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greatly eſtabliſh and confirm their Faith of 
eternal Salvation, to be enjoyed 2 Chriſt, 
as becauſe it doth freqently kindle their Love 
towards God: So, for curious and carnal Per- 
ſons, lacking the Spirit of Chriſt, to have con- 
tinually before their Eyes the Sentence of God's 
Predeſtination, is a moſt dangerous Downfal, 
whereby the Devil doth thruſt them either 
into e ef or into Wretchleſſneſs of 


moſt unclean Living, no leſs perilous than De- 


ſperation. 
Furthermore, we muſt receive God's Pro- 


miſes is ſuch wiſe as they be generally ſet forth 
to us in Holy Scripture. And in our Doings, 
that Will of God is to be followed, which we 
have expreſly declared unto us in the Word of 


God. 


The everlaſting Purpoſe, &c.] The Truth of this whole 
Article will ſufficiently appear from the Texts of Scripture, 
which 1 ſhall here ſubjoin. Bur I would defire the Reader 
to obſerve, that only the Grace of Election is aſſerted in 
it, and that the Severity of Reprobation is left wholly un- 
touch'd upon. And here I would adviſe him to ſtop, and 
to reſtrain his Curioſity. For the Doctrine of Predeſtina- 
tion is a * ne Abyſs; in ſounding of which, it is but 
to little Purpoſe for young Men to buly themſelves. Much 
leſs does ir become Preachers to trouble their Audirors 
about theſe deep Myſteries: They ſhould rather fer forth 
God's Promiſes in general Terms, as they are propos in 
the Holy Scriptures, and as it is our Duty to embrace them.

ARTICLE XVIII. 


Of obtaining eternal Salvation only by the 


Name of Chriſt, | 


IHE allo are to be had accurſed, that 
preſume to ſay, That every Man ſhall 

be ſaved by the Law or Sect which he pro- 
feſſeth, ſo that he be diligent to frame his Life 
according to that Law, and the Light of Na- 
ture. For Holy Scripture doth ſet out unto 


us only the Name of Jeſus Chriſt, whereby 


Men muſt be ſaved. 


Are to be had accurſed, &c.] They certainly, if any, de- 
ſerve to be anathematixed or accurſed, who look upon the 
Goſpel as entirely uſeleſs. For in vain did Chriſt reveal it; 
and in vain did he command it to be preached through the 
whole World, if, after all, Believers and Unbelievers are 
equally intitled to Salvation. And yet, as we find in Mar. 

5 XVI. 
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xvi. 16. this Salt ation is promiſed only to thoſe who believe, 
and eternal Damnation is denounced againſt thoſe who believe 
not. How God will deal wich thoſe, among whom Chriſt 
hath not been preached, it is not our Buſineſs to de ermine. 
Charity indeed requires us to hope well of ſuch of them, 
if wr ſuch there be, who live up to the Rules of right 
Reaſon; but to place them upon a Level with the Church 
of God, is a very high Degree of Boldneſs and Preſumption. 
Concerning ſuch Perſons, this Article is filent; and it only 
declares thoſe Men to delerve being anathematized, or had 
accur ſed, who hold all Religions to be indifferent Matters, 
as if regarded them all alike; whereas the Religion of 
Chriſt is ſtill the only Way to Salvation, which is inſtituted 
by God.

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ARTICLE XIX. 
Of the Church. 


HE viſible Church of Chriſt is a Con- 
| gregation of faithful Men, in the which 
the pure Word of God is preached, and the 
Sacraments be duly miniſtred according to 
Chriſt's Ordinance, in all thoſe things that of 
neceſſity are requiſite to the ſame, 

As the Church of Hieruſalem, Alexandria, 
and Antioch, have erred, ſo alſo the Church 
of Rome hath erred, not only in their Living 
and Manner of Ceremonies, Eat alſo in Mat 


ters of Faith, | 


Viſible Church, &c.] Since it is Religion that makes a 
Church, and not the Church that makes Religion; the 
Church is to be tried and diicerned by Religion, and not 
Religion by the Church. And the Viſible Church (for the 
Inviſible one, which conſiſts ſolely of the Elect, is not here 
treated of ) is that which maintains the Religion of Chriſt, 
and profeſles irs Belief in the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, 
by baptizing its Members in Their Names, and celebrating 
the holy Supper, as Chriſt hath appointed. Theſe Things 
are eſſential ro a Church; and as long as theſe are —— . 
2 Church does not ceaſe to be, tho in ſome other Thi 
it may err. For every Error does not ſubvert the Found- 
ation of a Church. But Particular Churches may not only 
err, but alſo fall off entireiy from Chriit. For that Say ing 
of Chriſt, Matib. xvi. 18. Upon this Rock wi T build my 
Church, and the Gates of Hell ſhall not prevail againſt it, is 
3 be underſtood only of the Catholick or Univerſal 

hurch.

© borrowed, and ſtill continue to borrow, the Principles of 
© their Faith, and the Rudiments of their Doctrine, that fo 
© they might become Churches. And by this means They 
© alſo are reputed Apoſtolical, as being the Offsprings of the 
© Apoſtolical Churches. Every Kind of which is to be 
© eſtimated according to its Original. And therefore, ſo 
© many and great Zhurches are nothing elſe but that Pri- 
© mitive One, from which all the reſt proceed. Thus the 
© are all Primitive, and all Apoſtolical, whilſt they all agree 
© in one and the ſame Truth; whilſt there is amongſt them 
© a Communication of Peace, and an Appellation of Bro- 
© therhood, and a League of Hoſpitality ; which Rights are 
© no otherwiſeto be prelerv'd inviolable, than by an uniform 
c Participation of the ſame holy Sacrament.” 
Note that the Church of Rome kept the Faith uncorrupt 
for ſore Ages; and therefore that it is no Wonder, if we 
find it commended by the primitive Fathers for its Conſtancy 
in preſerving that Faith: tho* even Then it was not entirely 
free from Error, ſince, as St. Ferom in his Comment on 
Tſai. viii. witneſſes, it did not receive the Epiſtle to the 
Hebrews into the Canon of Scripture. But how much it 
afterwards err'd from the Truth, will abundantly appear 
from the following Articles. 
As the Church of Hieruſalem, c.] This Article takes 
notice of the Errors of the Churches of Feruſalem, Alex- 
andria, and Antioch, becauſe they were the moſt famous 
ones, and were advanc'd to the Dignity of being Patriarchal 
Churches as well as that of Rome. As to which laſt, Pope 
Eleutherius fell into the Error of Montanus, Pope Liberius 
into that of Arius, Pope Zoſimus into that of Pelagius, &c. 
and at length that very Church became a moſt loathſome 
Sink of various Errors.

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ARTICLE XX. 
O the Authority of the Church. 


HE Church hath Power to decree Rites 

or Ceremonies, and Authority in Con- 
troverſies of Faith: And yet it is not lawful 
for the Church to ordain any thing that is con- 
trary to God's Word written, neither may it 
ſo expound one Place of Scripture, that it be 
* to another. Wherefore although the 
Church be a Witneſs and a Keeper of Holy 
Writ, yet as it ought not to decree any thing 
againſt the ſame, ſo beſides the fame ought it 
not to enforce any thing to be believed for Ne- 
ceſſity of Salvation. 


The Church, &c.) By the Church is here meant, They 
who are veſted with Eccleſiaſtical Authority. Now ſince 
it is Their Buſineſs to take care that in the Church a// 
Things be done decently and in Order, ( 1 Cor. xiv. 40.) and

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ARTICLE XXIII. 
Of Miniſtring in the Congregation. 


T is not lawful for any Man to take upon 

him the Office of publick Preaching, or 
Miniſtring the Sacraments in the Congregation, 
before he be lawfully called and ſent to execute 
the ſame. And thoſe we ought to judge law- 
fully called and ſent, which be choſen and call- 
ed to this Work by Men who have publick 
Authority given unto them in the Congrega- 
tion, to call and ſend Miniſters into the Lord's 
Vineyard. 


To take upon him, &c.] Since the Miniſters of the Word 
and Sacraments are Ambaſſadors for Chriſt, and Miniſters of 
God, (2 Cor. v. 20. and vi. 4.) they mult neceſſarily receive 
their Authority from God, and be ſent by him; and muſt 
not aſſume that Authority to themſelves, unleſs they are 
called to it by God. And ſince God our Saviour, from 
the Time when he called the Apoſtles, has not immediately 
called any one to the Miniſtry ; it follows, that they muſt 
be called by thoſe, whoſe Buſineſs it is to call others. Thus 
the Apoſtles ordained Presbyters and Biſhops, and the Bi- 
ſhops ordained by the Apoſtles did from thenceforth ordain

Of the Sacraments. 


Acraments ordained of Chriſt be not only 


Badges or Tokens of Chriſtian Mens Pro- 


feſſion; but rather they be certain ſure Wit- 
neſſes, and effectual Signs of Grace and God's 
good Will towards us, by the which he doth 
work inviſibly in us, and doth not only quicken, 
* alſo ſtrengthen and confirm our Faith in 
im. 

There are two Sacraments ordained of Chriſt 

our Lord in the Goſpel, that is to ſay, Bap- 


tiſm, and the Supper of the Lord. 
Thoſe five commonly called Sacraments, that 


is to ſay, Confirmation, Penance, Orders, Ma- 
trimony, and Extreme Unction, are not to be 
counted for Sacraments of the Goſpel, being 
ſuch as have grown, partly of the corrupt fol- 
lowing of the Apoſtles, partly are States of Life 
allowed by the Scriptures: but yet have not 
like Nature of Sacraments with Baptiſm and 
the Lord's Supper, for that they have not any 
viſible Sign or Ceremony ordained of God. 
The Sacraments were not ordained of Chriſt 
to be gazed upon, or to be carried about, but 
that we ſhould duly uſe them. And in ſuch 
only as worthily receive the fame, they have 
a wholſome Effect or Operation: but they that 
receive them unworthily, purchaſe to them- 
ſelves Damnation, as St. Paul ſaith, 


I 2 Not 
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Not only Badges or Tokens, &c.] The Sacraments are 
indeed Tokens, by which Chriſtians are diſtinguiſhed from 
| Infidels; bur moreover, they are viſible Signs of an inviſible 
Grace, and do really convey that Grace, of which they are 
| Signs, to thoſe who receive them worthily. But they do 
i' this, not by their own Virtue, but by the Operation q the 
Holy Spirit accompanying them. Now fince to inſtitute

the Cuſtom to waſh the dead, as well as thoſe who were 
newly born.

HE Supper of the Lord is not only a 
| Sign of the Love that Chriſtians ought 
to have among themſelves one to another; but 
rather it is a Sacrament of our Redemption by 


Chriſt's Death: Inſomuch that to ſuch as 


rightly, worthily, and with Faith, receive the 
ſame, the Bread which we break, is a Par- 
taking of the Body of Chriſt ; and likewiſe the 


Cup of Blefling, is a Partaking of the Blood 


of Chriſt, 

Tranſubſtantiation (or the Change of the 
Subſtance of Bread and Wine) in the Supper 
of the Lord, cannot be proved by Holy Writ : 
but it is repugnant to the plain Words of Scrip- 
ture, overthroweth the Nature of a Sacra- 


ment, and hath given Occaſion to many Su- 
_ perſtitions. gary | 


The Body of Chriſt is given, taken, and 
eaten in the Supper only after an heavenly and 
ſpiritual Manner, And the Mean whereby the 
Body of Chriſt is received and eaten in the 
Supper, is Faith, 

The Sacrament of the Lord's Supper was 


not by Chriſt's Ordinance reſerved, carried 


about, lifted up, or worſhipped. 
Not only a Sign, &c.] The Lord's Supper is, indeed, a 


Sign of that mutual Love, and of that intimate Fellowſhip, 


which is, or ought to be, among Chriſtians: For we being 
many, are one Bread, and one Body ; for we are all Par- 
takers of that one Bread. 1 Cor. x. 17. But it chiefly points

This Article is a Corollary or Deduction from the for- 
mer. For, fince Faith is the Mean whereby we eat the 
Body of Chriſt in the Lord's Supper, it is impoſſible thar 
the Wicked, who have no true Faith, ſhould be Partakers 
of the Body of Chriſt. But whilſt they receive the Sym 
bols or Signs of the Lord's Body, they receive them to 
their own Condemnation, and fin againſt Chrift, by uſing 
ſuch holy Things in ſo unworthy a Manner. 
And farther, this Article, which is drawn up in the very 
Words of S. Auguſtine, entirely overthrows the Doctrine 
of Tranſubſtantiation. For if the Elements be changed 
into the very Body and Blood of Chriſt, then no Reaſon 
can be aſſigned, why wicked Men, and even Mice, may 
not eat the Body of Chriſt. This even the Romaniſts ac- 
knowledge, and fay withal, that the Hoſt, by whomſoever 
or whatſoever devour'd, is ſtill the Body of Chriſt, as long 
as any of the Species of it remains. 
The Paſſage of S. Auguſtine, to which this Article refers, 
is in his 26th Treatiſe on S. John. The Words are theſe : 
 Febuvi, 56. © He that eateth my Fleſh, and drinketh my Blood, dwelleth 
© in Me, and I in Him. To dwell then in Chriſt, and to 
© have Him dwelling in Us, this is to eat that Food, and 
© to drink that Drink. And he who by this Means doth 
© not dwell in Chriſt, and in whom Chriſt doth not dwell, 
© without doubt neither ſpiritually cars his Fleſh, nor drinks 
© his Blood, tho? he _—_ preſs with his Teeth the Sa- 
© crament-of the Body and Blood of Chriſt ; but rather to 
© his own Condemnation he eats and drinks the Sacrament 
© of ſo great a Thing, becauſe he hath preſumed to come 
© impure to the Sacraments of Chriſt, which none receive 
* worthily, but they who are pure; of whom it is ſaid, 
© Bleſſed are the pure in Heart: for they ſhall ſee God.

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ARTICLE 3M, 
Of both Kinds. 


HE Cup of the Lord is not to be denied 

to Lay People: For both the Parts of 
the Lord's Sacrament, by Chriſt's Ordinance 
and Commandment, ought to be miniſtred to 
all Chriſtian Men alike. 


Is not to be denied, &c.\ If one Part of this Sacrament 
be more neceſſary than the other, the Cup ſeems to be 
ſo; ſince it repreſents the Blood of Chriſt, ro which Re- 
miſſion of Sins, and our Redemption, are oftener afcrib'd 
in Scripture, than to his Body. Now the Romaniſts do but 
trifle, when they ſay, that the Blood is with the Body; 
ſince in the Euchariſt we commemorate, not the Life of 
our Lord, but his Death, in which the Blood was ſeparated 
from his Body. See 1 Cor. xi. 26. As often as ye eat this 
Bread, and drink this Cup, ye do ſhew the Lord's Death, 
till he come. And Luke xxii. 19, 20. And be took Bread, 
and gave it unto them, ſayins, This is my Body which is 
given for you: This do in Remembrance of Me. Likewiſe 
alſo the Cup after Supper, ſaying This Cup is the New Te- 
ſtament in my Blood, which is ſhed for you. Chriſt himſelf 
hath alſo guarded againſt this Piece of Sacrilege, by com- 
manding, that All ſhould drink of the Cup, Matth. xxvi. 
27. And in Mark xiv. 23. it is faid, that All drank of it; 
which is no-where expreſly ſaid of cating the Bread. See 
alſo 1 Cor. xi. 20, 27, 28. in ail which Verſes the Corinthians 
in general are expreſly requir'd to diu of that Cup.

© of the Lord is always thirſted after and drank in the 
© Church.—Since we make mention of his Paſſion in all 
© our Sacrifices, (for the Paſſion of our Lord is the Sacri- 
© fice which we offer) we ought to do nothing but what 
He did. For the Scripture faith, As often as ye eat this 
© Bread, and drink this Cup, ye do ſhew the Lord's Death 
© till he come. For to ſhew forth the Juſtification and the 
© Teſtament of our Lord, and not to do the fatne that our 
© Lord hath done; what elfe is this, but to caſt his Say- 
© ings behind us, to deſpiſe the Lord's Diſcipline, and to 
© commit, not earthly, but ſpiritual Thefts and Adulreries ?

HE Book of Conſecration of Arch- 
1 biſhops, and Biſhops, and Ordering of 
Prieſts and Deacons, lately ſet forth in the 
Time of Edwnrd the Sixth, and confirmed 
at the ſame time by Authority of Parliament,; 
doth contain all things neceſſary to ſuch Con- 
ſecration and Ordering: neither hath it any 
thing that of itſelf is ſuperſtitious and un-

godly. And therefore whoſoever are conſe- 
crated or ordered according to the Rites of 
that Book, ſince the Second Year of the fore- 
named King Edward, unto this .Time, or 
hereafter ſhall be conſecrated or ordered ac- 
cording to the ſame Rites, we decree all ſuch 
to be rightly, orderly, and lawfully conſe- 
crated and ordered, 


IF any thing be wanting in the Ordinations of the Church 
of England, the Form of which is preſcrib'd in the Book 
here referr'd to, it muſt be either with reſpect to the Or- 
dainers; but theſe are Biſhops: Or to the Manner of Or- 
daining ; but this is the Impoſition of Hands, with proper 
Prayers : Or to the Perions who are to be Ordained; bur 
theſe are examined and approv'd as to their Faith, Man- 
ners and Knowledge; and on theſe is conferr'd the Power 
of doing all Things which belong to their Offices. There 
is therefore nothing wanting to make theſe Ordinations 
juſt and complete. 

Whom they ſet before the Apoſtles : and 
ewhen they had prayed, they laid their Hands on them. And 
Acts xiii. 3. And when they had faſted and prayed, and 
laid their Hands on them, they ſent them away. And 1 Tim. 

Neglect not the Gift that is in thee, which was given 
thee by Prophecy, with the laying on of the Hands of the 
Presbytery.

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ARTICLE XXVII. 
Of the Civil Magiſtrates. 
HE Queen's Majeſty hath the chief 

Power in this Realm of England, and 
other her Dominions, unto whom the chief 
Government of all Eſtates of this Realm, whe- 
ther they be Eccleſiaſtical or Civil, in all Cauſes 
doth appertain, and is not, nor ought to be 
ſubject to any Foreign Juriſdiction. 

Whereas we attribute to the Queen's Majeſty 
the chief Government, by which Titles we 
underſtand the Minds of ſome ſlanderous Folks 
to be offended ; we give not to our Princes the 
Miniſtring either of God's Word, or of the 
Sacraments, the which thing the Injunctions 
alſo lately ſet forth by Elizabeth our Queen, 
do moſt plainly teſtify: but that only Prero- 

tive which we ſee to have been given always 
to all godly Princes in Holy Scriptures by God 
himſelf ; that is, That they ſhould rule all 
Eſtates and Degrees committed to their Charge 
by God, whether they be Eccleſiaſtical or 
Temporal, and reſtrain with the Civil Sword 
the ſtubborn and evil Doers. 

The Biſhop of Rome hath no Juriſdiction in 
this Realm of England. 

The Laws of the Realm may puniſh Chri- 
ſtian Men with Death for heinous and grievous 
Offences. 

It is lawful for Chriſtian Men, at the Com- 
mandment of the Magiſtrate, to wear Wea- 


pons, and ſerve in the Wars, 
Since

Since Kings are by their Office the Keepers of both 
Tables, it muſt neceſſarily follow, that Eccleſiaſtical Per- 
ſons, as well as Lay-men, are ſubject to their Government, 
and that they have Power to take Cognizance in all Cauſes, 
as well thoſe which concern Piety towards God, as thoſe 
which relate to Juſtice towards Men. Both pious Princes 
among the Fews, and Chriſtian Emperors in the primirive 
Church, were inveſted with this Authority. Now who- 
ever ſhall affirm, that the Kings of this Realm have not 
the ſame Authority, are order'd by Can. II. to be ipſo facto

Man ſecond to God; as having received from God what- 
© ever Authority he hath; and as inferior to God only.” 

Note that the Church for the firſt Three Centuries had 
no Princes, bur ſuch as either perſecuted, or at leaſt neg- 
lected her; and therefore that ſhe was then forced to take 
care of her own Affairs without them. But as ſoon as the 
Emperors became Chriſtians, the Affairs of the Church de- 
pended upon their Management; as appears from the Pre- 
face to Socrates's Vth Book of 7 Hiſtory. For 
from thenceforth They began to call Councils, and to re- 
ceive Appeals from them and to take Cognizance of Ec- 
clefiaſtical Cauſes, ec. In a word, it is abundantly mani- 
feſt, that whatever Power the Church of England aſcribes 
to her Kings, the ſame was made uſe of by the Chriſtian 
Emperors.

The Biſhop of Rome, Gc.] By what Right ſhould the 
Biſhop of Rome have any Juriidiction in this Realm? Does 
it proceed from his being S. Peter's Succeſſor? I anſwer, 
That all the Apoſtics were equal in Authority; and farther, 
Thar S. Paul was the Apoitle of the Gentiles, and that he 
was not afraid to reprove S. Peter himſelf, Gal. ii. 9, 14. 
Or does his Claim depend upon his Right as a Patriarch? 
{ anſwer, Thar Erz/and was not within che Patriarchate of 
Rome. Or is it deriv'd from Conſtantine s Donation? This 
is too ridiculous an Impoſture to be teriouſly refuted. Or 
does it proceed from his being concern'd in converting 
England to the Chriſtian Faith? Now according to this 
Way of Reaſoning, all Churches, not excepting that of 
Rome, are ſubject to the Church of Feri ſalem; but none 
to that of Rome, unleſs it receiv'd the Chriſtian Faith from 
her. But the Br/7ovs were converted to the Faith long 
betore Augaſtine, the Pope's Legate, came amongſt them. 
From all which it follows, that when the Pope of Rome 
concerns himſelf with our Affairs, he is one of thoſe who 
are reprehended 1 Pez. iv. 15. as 4 Buſy-body in other Mens 
Matters. 

Thar the B Hop of Nome hath no Juriſdiction out of his 
own Dioccſe, appears likewiſe rom S. Polycarp's not yield- 
ing to Pope Anicetus in the Controverly about the Obſer- 
vation of Eaſter; as was mentioned under Article XXXIV. 

Sce alſo S. Cyprian. Nor hath any of us ſet himſelf up 
for a B ſhop ot Eiſhops, or by any tytannical Ulage ter- 
rified his Collegues (or Feliow-Biſhors) into a Neceſſity 
of ſubm rung themſelves ro him; fince every Bichop is 
at Liberty to uſe his Power according to his Ditcretion, 
and is neither to jucge nor to be judged by another. But 
let us el Jock for ibe Judgment of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
who alone hath the Power both of advancing us to the 
Government of his Church, and of judgipg us for what 
we do in the Exercite of our Office.

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ARTICLE XXXIX. 
Of a Chriſtian Man's Oath. 


S we confeſs that vain and raſh Swear- 
ing is forbidden Chriſtian Men by our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and James his Apoſtle ; 80 
we judge that Chriſtian Religion doth not pro- 
hibit, but that a Man may ſwear when the Ma- 
giſtrate requireth, in a Cauſe of Faith and Cha- 
rity, ſo it be done according to the Prophet's 
Teaching, in Juſtice, Judgment, and Truth. 


That only vain and raſh Oaths are unlawful, is evident 
from hence, becauſe Chriſt himſelf — adjured, or call a 
upon to anſwer upon Oath, before the High-Prieſt's Judg- 
ment-ſeat, refus'd not to do it. Matth. xxvi. 63, 64. See 
alſo Jer. iv. 2. to which the laſt Sentence of this Article 
refers: And thou ſhalt ſwear, The Lord liveth, in Truth, 
in Judgment, and in Righteouſneſs. And therefore it is 
only that vain and raſh Swearing, which is meant in Matzh. 
v. 34. But 1 ſay unto you, Swear not at all. And in James 
v. 12. But above all Things, my Brethren, ſwear not.

© by-thejr Talk, are entirely ignorant of what an Oath is. 
N For they imagine that they do not ſwear, when they 
© uſe ſuch Expreſſions as theſe: God knoweth; or, God is 
© my Witneſs; or, I call God for a Record upon my Sou”. 
© Becauſe, as they alledge in theſe Caſes, they don't ſay, 
© By God; and becauſe ſuch Expreſſions as I juſt now men- 
© tioned, are found in the Writings of S. Paul. But even 
© ſuch Words as they confeſs to be Swearing, are found 
© there too. For thus the Apoſtle faith, I proteſt by Your 
E Rejoicing which I have in Chriſt Feſus our Lord, I die 
© daily. In the original Greek, this Sentence is manifeſtly 
© expre(s'd in the Form of an Oath. This I obſerve, that 
© no one may imagine that the Words, By your Rejoicing, 
© are like theſe, By my coming again to you, and the like, in 
© which we ſay By a Thing without (wearing. But we muſt 
© not therefore trifle with Oaths, becauſe S. Paul, a Man 
© of unſhaken Veracity, (wore in his Epiſtles. For, as I 
© ſaid betore, it is much ſaſer for Us, not to ſwear at all; 
© and, as our Lord adviſes us, to ſet our Communication be 
© Tea, yea; Nay, nay : Nt becauſe it is a Sin to ſwear to 
© what is true, but becauſe it is a woſt grievous Sin to 
© ſwear falſly, which that Man is molt likely to be gailty 
© of, who is accuſtomed to wear.
